A correspondent of the Philadelphia 


Press, -who recently visited ex-Secretary 
Blaine at hia home at Augusta, Me., 
•aya : "He looks to-day twenty years 
younger than when I last saw him, just 
free from the duties of his position in 
Mr. Qarfield's Cabinet. His complexion 
is dear, his eyes bright, hia mind as 


• strong and responsive as when be first 


aroused the country with his genius for 
winning public favor and meeting the 
highest demands of the most exalted 
official life." The correspondent adds : 
"Mr. Blaine seems to be giving all his 
energies to his book, 'Twenty Years of 
Congress.' 
After breakfast, at eight in 


the morning, he goes to his work-room, 
and from nine until one cnnuot be dis- 
turbed. In these four hours he writes 
what will make three and a half printed 
pages of his work, and revises it as it is 
to go on record. This is his self-im- 
posed task each [day between these 
hour?. His publishers say he furnishes 
good, fair manuscript and does not re- 
write upon the proof sheets.

intense nature. The walk was long and 
pleasant, and his words intensely inter- 
esting. If there is a tinge of the parti- 
san in Mr. Blaine now, I have not been 
able to find even a symptom of it.

The Life-Saving Service continues to 


deserve, in the very largest souse, the 
approval and encouragement of the 
public. 
During the last fiscal year 


there were 416 disasters within the 
field of station operations, in which 
property to the value of $7,242,7£0 
and 4,036 lives were involved. 
Of this 


aggregate of property, all but $1,571,- 
020 was saved, and the whole number 
of persons lost was only 19. In addi- 
tion to those saved from vessels, there 
were 22 persons rescued, who would 
have perished without the help of the 
life-aaviug 'crews. 
Investigations held 


in each case- established the fact that 
the 19 persons lost were eutirely be- 
yond the reach of human aid. lu other 
words, the Service effected the highest 
possible maximum of rescues, saving 
every life that could be saved by human 
agencies. Surely, Such a record may 
well 
provoke 
universal felicitations! 


The Service now embraces 19i stations, 
of which 119 ure on the Atlantic sea- 
board. Nine additional stations will 
be erected during the present year. 
Since the establishment of the service 
until the close of the last fiscal year, it 
has saved $23,737,032 of property, and 
succored 18,344 persons out of 18,700 
• mperiled.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Gen. Reagan, 


of Texas, arrived here 
this morning 


with his heavy featured, brown face 
smooth shaven. 
The absence of the 


full mustache and beard has so com- 
pletely changed his appearance that 
some of his best friends did nut recog- 
nize him. "Yes," said he, with his 
blank eyes snapping, when asked about 
his Inter-State Commerce bill, "I am 
going to push that matter as soou 
as the House meets. 
I shall make 


no change in the bill, but introduce 
it in the shape as when it wao before 
the House Commerce Committee last 
Winter." 


"Do you think the bill can be passed 


this Winter?" 


"It could have been passed by tho 


House ut any time since the measure 
has oecome well understood if the bill 
could have been gotten before tho House, 
but the Oouiaieice Committee hus been 
made up so as to bo unfavorable to it. 
Bundall, when ho was Speaker, mude 
up the committee, as ho supposed, with 
ume against it. Turner, who was on 
the committee, and who had opposed 
tbe measaro the year before, changed 
his mind. So the committee stood eight 
to seven. Keifer voted foi the measure 
in the Congress before he was elected 
Speaker, but when he came to make up 
the Commerce Committee in the House 
he packed it most unmercifully. He put 
ou fourteen men opposed to the bill, 
leaving me alone, <.nd tbe railroad peo- 
ple even objected to that and wanted 
me put off." 


Mr. Beagau then went on to gay that 


his measure would have fair considera- 
tion this Wmter, because Carlisle was 
to be Speaker and that he would ap- 
point a fair committee. Mr. Reagan 
auid hs had been much misrepresented. 
He was not against the railroads, neither 
was his bill against them. He was sim- 
ply against wrong and was trying to 
prevent the railroads from doing wrong.

clearly gives to Congress the power to 
regulate inter-State commerce, and that 
is all the bill proposes to cover. Dis- 
criminating rates and treatment when 
entirely withiu the States, must be left 
to the States to remedy. 


"It has been said," said Mr. Reagan, 


"in oppositson to my plan : 'How can 
yon tell which is which without incur- 
ring the danger of serious delays ?' My 
unswer to that u v»ry simple. The back 
of the bill of shipment tells all that is 
necessary to be known. The trouble 
with all State legislation upon the sub- 
ject in the past has been the insufficient 
mean*) furnished for the punishmentfor 
violating the laws passed. My bill pro- 
vides punishment of a severe character, 
and in some oases imprisonment. I 
further guard against the intimidation

Large gains we find in 


every thing but hogs, of which there 
were 3 per cent, leas than last year. 
The largest gain is in sheep, of which 
very little has been said; bnt, na the 
department report aaya that part of 
the increase is due to a more com- 
plete enumeration of ranch stock, 
and sheep more likely than cattle to 
escape enumeration, 
perhaps the 


actual growth in ihese has not been 
no great as the tables indicate. 


Where, then, baa been this in- 


crease in live stock? Compiling the 
statements of the separate States by 
groups, wa see that nearly threq- 
tourths of the increase in the num- 
ber of horses has been in the country 
west of the Mississippi, and nearly 
half in agricultural States north of 
Arkansas, while the gam in the Statss 
east of the Mississippi and north of 
the Ohio and Potomac has been but 
1.3 per cent. Horses are not a ranch 
stock, and the States where the num- 
ber haa increased rnoat are thoaa in 
which agriculture is growing fastest. 
The country n-est of Kansas a«d Da- 
kota haa comparatively few. 


With cattle it is very different. 


There has not been a State in the 
Clnion in which any decrease in the 
number of horses was reported; in no 
leas than nineteen is reported a de- 
creaso in cattle (other than milch 
cows), all of which except Arkansas, 
California and Idaho are east of the 
Mississippi, and among them are Il- 
linois, Ohio, Kentucky and the South 
Atlantic States. 
Indeed of all the 


States east of the Mississippi, only 
Massachusetts, Florida, 
Michigan 


and Wisconsin show any increase in 
cattle, and their aggregate gain is 
but 75,591, and in the aggregate the 


crease in tbe number,, of oattle; but 
if we will take these and those just 
mentioned from the trans-Missis- 
sippi roads, we shall have the grazing 
country—or all bat the western bor- 
der of Kansas, Nebraska and Dakota.

The gain is not so large propor- 


tionately as in the agricultural States 
west of the Mississippi, but it is 
great, and it is to be remarked that 
this country, which, except Texas 
and a narrow strip along the Pacific 
Coast, but 8, few years ago produced 
almost nothing, and seemed never 
likely to yield traffic enough to sup- 
port a railroad, now han about one- 
third of the beef cattle in the United 
States. A decrease of 4 per cent, is 
reported in California and 5 por 
cent, ia Idaho, but there ara very 
large increases in others, as 13 per 
cent in Colorado, 18 in Arizona, 8 in 
Montana, 20 in New Mexico, 25 in 
Wyoming.

This is nearly one third of the 


oattle and about one half of the sheep 
in the United States, and this helps 
to explain how so many railroads in 
the far West have been able to get a 
living, some of them a very good 
living, too. 


Texas, it will be seen, has nearly 


one-half of all this grazing country, 
though it has not one-fifth of the 
area, and about half of it is agricul- 
tural and forest land, and not graz- 
ing country; it has had great flocks 
and herds for something like 40 
years, and there is probably a 
smaller proportion of waste land in 
it than in tha othor grazing Terri- 
tory, otherwise we might look upon 
it as an example of what that might 
become in time. The Indian Terri- 
tory, which ia commonly regarded 
as affording no traffic, has neurly'five 
times as many cattle as Massachu- 
setts,1 more than Virginia and more 
even than Kentucky. The great 
cattle grazing territory, it will be 
seen, ia that this side of the Rocky 
Mountains, in which are about four- 
fifths of these 9,223,300 cattle. 


One may be misled by these data 


concerniug cattle unless he studies at 
the same time the statistics for the 
milch cowa. The fact is that east of 
the ranch country substantmllv all 
the breeding cattle are also milch 
cowa, while further west but a very 
suaa'l fraction of the cows are ever 
milked. Thus Texas, with 4,4=10,000 
other cattle, has 660,915 milch cows, 
while New York has 1,481,278 milch 
cows to 894,991 other cattle. Out of 
every thousand oattle 130 are milked 
in Texas, and C23 in New York. 
Iowa, a great stock growing State, 
haa 346 miich cows in every thou- 
sand cuttle. But in Texas more cows 
are milked than further north and 
west. Thus the Indian Territory, 
Colorado, Wyoming and Montana to- 
gethor has 2,576.000 other cattle and 
but 88,271 milch cows—33 out of a 
thousand.

It appears from this that the arii 


plains of the Far West, which or 
for the most part unfit for agricul- 
ture, have already been utilized t' 
a very great extent for stock grow- 
ing; that already nearly one-hal 
of tho sheep and one-third of thi 
beef oattle of the country aro there 
and that by fur tha larger part o 
the growth of beef and wool grow- 
ing IB in this recently useless coun 
try, so that we may expect that a 
still larger proportion wiil be there 
hereafter. The tendency is in this 
direction because, in the first place, 
the ranch country is fit for nothing 
but grazing, and if utilized at all 
must be utilized for that while the 
country further east is available for 
nil agricultural purposes; and in the 
next place because stock are grown 
with the minimum of labor on the 
ranches, as they graze through the 
Winter as well as the Summer,—

nearly three-fifths of the cattle of 
the country, aside from milch cows, 
are west of the Mississippi, where 
the ranch country is. 


Not all of the country, however. 


By far tbe larger part of the popu- 
lation is ia an agricultural country. 
The ranch country takes in perhaps 
one-third of Nebraska and Kansas, 
and half of Texas and the country 
thenoe west to the Sierra Nevada. 
On this side of it, though still wast 
of the Mississippi, it ia a fertile agri- 
cultural country where cattle-raising 
is a very subordinate branch of in- 
dustry. We will do well to con- 
sider this separately—tho northwest, 
Mississippi 
Valley, the states of 


Minnesota, Dakota, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Missouri and Kansas.

Thus more than half the increase 


of the year was in these five States, 
which have but fairly begun to be 
prominent as dairy States, though 
northeastern Iowa has been for some 
years largely devoted to dairies, and 
the State has now more milch cows 
than any other State except New 
York. The extention of this indus- 
try in these comparatively new States 
will help to explain why compara- 
tively little progress has been mau 
in grain growing in any of them ex 
cepc Kansas aud Nebraska for a few 
years. 


We subjoin a statement concerning 


sheep, which, more numerous thai 
any other domestic animal, are of the 
least value—worth not one-eighth as 
much as the cows and cattle of the 
country, and not one-half as much as 
the hogs, which are next to them in 
number. We have seen that thero 
was from 1882 to 1883 an increase oi 
2,619,461 sheep, or 6.6 per cent. Ex- 
amination shows that 10.6 per cent, 
of the whole number wtre in the 
States eaat of Ohio, and that there 
he increase was insignificant; 10.3 
jer cent, were in the South, this side 
of Texas, and here, too, the increase 
was almost nothing. In the north- 
eastern Mississippi Valley States, 
east of the Mississippi, north of tho 
Ohio and west «f Pennsylvania, ore 
22.6 per cent, of the,sheep, aad here 
there was an increase of 8 4. In tho 
sir agricultural States west of tho 
Mississippi and north of Arkansas— 
great grain, cattle and hog States-

—probably chiefly in the ranobeo of 
Kansas and Nebraska, as about fonr- 
flfths of the increase was in those 
States; but in the country farther!
